—Dr. Leo Euerger, New York sur- 
geon, went to the defense of the ra- 
dium treatment at the morning ses- 
sion of the American Urological As- 
sociation meeting at the Hotel Am- 
bassador today. He also announced a. 
new and eminently successful method 
of treating, without cutting, cancer- 
ous growths in parts of the body that 
have hitherto been highly macessible. 
This method employs Dr. Buggers lat- 
est improved crstoscope, an instru- 
ment little known. 


Several months ago, Dr. John Dea- 


ver, a noted Philadelphia surgeon 
aroused considerable discussion by ex- 
pressing doubt of the value of radium 
in cancer. 
Many surgeons have dis- 


puted his iieus, and Dr. Bueger to- 
day gave some striking instances of 
the efficacy of radium. 


With the aid of the new appliances. 


Dr. Bueger said, -it is possible to dis- 
pense with surgery in many cases 
Where surgery is applicable, he &aid. 
it may be combined with radmm, but 
there are many cases, notably of aged 
persons, where a cutting operation 
cannot be borne 
In such cases, ra- 


dium, by the new appliance, can be 
introduced, directly under control of 
the eve to parts of the body to reach 
which the knife has always been need- 
ed.Dr Bueger said there are two ways 
of treating cancer by radmm.

CHICAGO. April 28.—Although ex- 
ecutive heads of the railroad employes 
bolted from the wage hearing today 
at which outside organizations were 
allowed to give evidence on behalf of 
the public, it did not stop resesenta- 
tion of the industrial side of the dis- 
oute in which the National Industrial 
Traffic League asked the Railroad La- 
bor Board to throw out all controversy 
and revert the matter to the employes 
and the corporations. 
The railroad men refused to sit in 
the hearing when J. H. LIbby started 
to introduce the 
shippers* views. 
Frank P. Walsh, attorney for the 
employes. In a protest said that the 
employes "are not going to be placed 
in the position of being drawn into 
another hearing." 
"As far as the men are concerned 
the hearing is closed and we desire 
to make no'-rebuttal to the evidence 
now introduced as suggested by the 
board." he added. 
"We could bring 
he small shippers in to testify that
